168. The heat-transfer label as claimed in claim 4Q 4164 wherein said support portion 
comprises a release coating and wherein said release coating is made of a non-wax, 
non-silicone, release material. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

9. Amended claim 1 64 overcomes the prior art references of USPN 5,296,444 to 
Saiki et al., USPN 5,514,516 Vanmaele, USPN to 5,766,397 Jones, USPN 5,573,834 to 
Stahl, USPN 6,261 ,734 to Platzer, and USPN 5,456,969 to Suzuki et al. The prior art 
when taken as a whole fails to disclose or suggest each limitation of claim 164, and 
particularly the combination of the adhesive thickness and surface roughness with the 
exposure of the top surface of the ink design layer.
